By outgoing communication dated 3/16/66, 
Heynann advised American embassies in Moscow and Paris to 
disregard and take no action on the State airgram of 3/8/66 
which advised of the proposed travel of Henry Stuart Hughes. 


Liaison was instructed to contact Deputy Under 
Secretary of State William J. Crockett and advise him of 
our practice of furnishing State with pertinent information 
regarding subversives traveling abroad and that the décision 
to alert embassies abroad is up to State. It was further 
recommended that Mr, Crockett be furnished the background of 
the Henry Stuart Hughes case. On 3/24/66, Liaison Agent 
Bartlett complied witn the above recommendation, At that 
time, Mr. Crockett was furnished a memorandum concerning the 
Hughes case and he was also briefed concerning our practice 
of keeping State advised of subversives who travel abroad.

He indicated 
that you had received two copies of the airgran. 


The attorney in the Passport Office who had handled the Hughes natter 


vas working on a priority case at the tine of Mr. Kohnpy'!s call. The Hughes .— 


passport folder, however, was hastily assosbled and sent to your offica 
zbout 9 A.M. the following morning, March 11, 1966. Because of tha haste 
and by inadvertence, the security inforsation relating to Mr. Nughes was 
not placed back in the folder. Our records further show that the Hughes 
folder was returned to my office later in the day on March 11, 1966. It 
was, in turn, forwarded-to our Security Branch. | ' 


When you spoke to ‘ma about tho case on Wednesday morning, March 16th, 
you said that. the "7th floor" was greatly concerned over a “leak to a hevs- 
paper" regarding the Hughes case. You said that tha document in question 
was classified and that it bore my nase. You intisated that I was under 
suspicion, I did not recall it iuzcdiately, end when you showed me tha 
document, I resorbered that we had discussed it tho previous Friday and 
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I explained to you that Ít was a routine field request sent out on 
individuals iu the Hughes category. I had not seen the sirpram prior to

your handing Ít to me on Wednesday morning, March lëth, end so inforned - 
you. I pointed out tha distribution record showed SCA received four copies 


of the outgoing, plus two carbon copies of tho original. There vere seven 
copies sent to INR and ona to RM/R and ono to OC/T end three to the FSI. 

You specifically told re. you vers against the Passport Office getting in- 
volved in internal security and you used the tera "investigate".

You caïd you did not think the Fat asked 
for information on Hughes and I said I did not know for sura but since we 
sent out tho airgran, L thought they did. Mr. Johnsoa recalls advising 
you the previous Friday that this vas an FBI request. You then advised re 
that you had already sent out the cancelling instruction. I again warned 
you were taking a serious mistake and tha only answer to tha New York Tines 
should have been that tho document was classified and would not be discussed. 


Oa Saturday, the strategy behind the frantic concern for Henry Stuart 
Hughes, the Departasnt'o cancellation of tha airgren, as well as the New 
York Tiwes' role in running down the story, became more evident. I hai a 
call on Saturday, March 19, 1966, from someone claiming to represent the 
newspaper and was asked what X know about tho alrgran "requesting an investi- 
gation of Professor Hughes! travel", The reporter know that tho airgran was 
sont to Moscow and Paris, Ra also know tho date of the alrgran and said uy 
nare appeared on it. This would indicate thore was no loak" but evidently 
a hand-out to the New York Times with a very spaelfic purpose ín mind.

He then told 
Miss Knight that in the future, 
such messages, even when re- 
quested by an authorized 
agency, must be cleared by 
him. 

His memorandum to her — 
the one quoted by the Times — 
said investigative 
responsibilities should not be 
assumed without the request of 
an authorized agency.

Hughes was an unsuccessful independent candidate 
for the U, S, Senate in 1962 while teaching history at Harvard, 
He has been characterized as having a strong conviction to ` 
communism, In 1961, he testified at the hearing for a retrial 
for convicted Soviet spy Robert A. Soblen, More recently he 
has indicated opposition to the Government's position in 
Vietnam and has attempted to organize a group of professors 
at Harvard to oppose the present position. (more detailed 
summary enclosed) His name is included in the Reserve Index. 


The Department of State very definitely has an
